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Teachers - In order to ijnplement the students progr.-am of studies, teachers 
would fall into two distinct groups as far as their personal schedules: 

Group 1: Those teachers \<ho would be teachinr, English, social 

studies and math. . .those classes that meet daily in the 
student's schedule. . .wuld edcli have five separate classes. 
These classes wuld meet daily and at the end of four days, 
this would mean the teachers would have had twenty class 
contacts. As teachers wxDrking in this group would have 
fixed schedules for the sake of simplification, they will 
be referred to as "fixed teachers." 

Group 2: This group includes all teachers except those who teach 
English, social studies, and mathematics. Each teacher 
in this group would be assigned six different classes. As 
these classes meet three times in four days, at the end of 
four days, this teacher XN-ould have had a total of eighteen 
class contacts. As this teacher would have a schedule that 
varies from day to day, they will be referrefi to as 
"variable teachers."

1. Near perfect balance is required, i.e., one-half of the student 
be programmed into fijced classes in the first half of 
the day and the other one-half in the second half of the day. 
With specialized classes (single section), it is necessary to 
anticipate conflicts which will occur unless they are arrLged
